2. The objective of the Check List network 
is to provide timely warning of impending Soviet 
military action. To this end, the Check List 
network is expected 


a. to focus the attention of intelli 
gence analysts on specific indicators 
(positive and negative) of Soviet inten- 
tions to resort to military action in the 
near future, and 


b. to provide an effective mechanism 
for interagency exchange of views on this 
subject at the working level.
